TO START the new year 
with cheers, let’s applaud 
the San Bernardino County 
supervisors for refusing to 
grant a permit for a sub¬ 
division in the heart of 
Joshua Tree National Monu¬ 
ment. 

Progressive Southern Cali¬ 
fornia needs more restric¬ 
tions on subdivisions. 

None should be permitted 
where natural water sources 
have been graded out, with 
the result that if heavy rains 
come a lot of homes will 
be flooded, and when per¬ 
mits are granted there 
should be adequate protec¬ 
tion against grading for 
streets and driveways which 
might create a danger of 
earth slippage. City councils 
should be sure of their 
ground before overriding re¬ 
strictions of planning com¬ 
missions.

Americans spend millions of dollars on cold remedies 
every year, but, although some of these provide temporary 
relief from physical discom¬ 
fort, none are yet available 
that will either prevent or 
cure a cold. Symptoms of in¬ 
fection will usually disap¬ 
pear in a matter of days 
whether medicine is taken 
or not. 

Colds are caught is only 
one way and that is from 
other people. Virus-laden se¬ 
cretions pa.ss from one indi¬ 
vidual’s nose or mouth to 
another's and this occurs 
when the organisms are in¬ 
haled from the spray of the 
coughs or sneezes of a per¬ 
son with a cold. 

INFECTION also may oc¬ 
cur through close contact 
with a person who harbors 
the cold virus or by the use 
of articles, such as a drink¬ 
ing glass or towel, freshly 
soiled by his secretions. The 
virus also may get on the 
hands when contaminated 
objects are touched and may 
then be transferred to the 
mouth. 

While it is true that get¬ 
ting chilled, sitting in drafts, 
or getting the feet wet will 
not cause a cold, these 
things lower the body’s re¬ 
sistance to Infection so that 
the cold viruses may find a 
suceptible host. A cold draft 
on the back of the neck, for 
instance, is often enough to 
permit invasion of the body 
by the cold virus. 

The habit of going with¬ 
out enough sleep or the fail¬ 
ure to eat an adequate diet 
also will lower the body’s 
resistance to infection. 

TO SOME SMALL extent, 
perhaps, cold can be avoid¬ 
ed. Whenever feasible, one 
should keep away from peo¬ 
ple who have colds. Spijay 
from uncovered coughs and 
sneezes may be projected as 
far as six feet, according to 
medical research workers. 

Most people, however, find 


it next to impossible to 
avoid individuals with colds. 

In the initial stages of a 
cold, the mucous membranes 
of the nose become sensitive 
and swollen and “sniffles” 
occur. Or the infection may 
start as a sore throat, in 
which case it seems to de¬ 
velop mone slowly. 

At this stage, a day or 
two in bed and the avoid¬ 
ance of drafts, a well-round¬ 
ed diet and plenty of fluids 
may break up a cold, while 
bed rest also will help pre¬ 
vent its s p r e a d to other 
people. 

A cold is usually most in¬ 
fectious during the first 
couple of days, although it 
may last a week or longer. 
A person may spread the 
cold virus from four) to six 
hours before symptoms of 
infection are noticed. 

AN ATTACK of the com¬ 
mon cold confers no im¬ 
munity whatsoever, and it 
is therefore possible to catch 
one cold after another. In¬ 
deed, many individuals do 
just that. 

Colds are not dangerous in 
them.selves. They are dan¬ 
gerous, however, because 
they may lead to more seni- 
ous infections such an ton- 
silitis, sinusitis, influenza, 
bronchitis or pneumonia. If 
fever persists for more than 
24 hours, or if colds seem 
to recur with distressing fre¬ 
quency, a physician should 
be consulted.
